The g ov ernor’s order Tu esday 
came on top of a recent refu sal 
of the Hig hway Constru ction Cou n­ 
cil to approv e at this time the 
Hig hway Department's requ est for 
au thorization to spend more than 
fiv e million dollars for the plans 
The cou ncil asked the Hig hway 
Department to fu rnish more in 
formation on the ov erall Ohio hig h­ 
way constru ction prog ram and the 
effect a federal hig hway bill now 
pending in Cong ress will hav e on 
that prog ram. 
It was not known immediately 
what effect the g ov ernor’s order 
wou ld hav e in v iew of the cou n­ 
cil’s failu re to approv e the earlier 
Hig hway Department requ est. 
In his instru ctions to the Hig h­ 
way Department, the g ov ernor or­ 
dered plans and specifications pre­ 
pared for an 8 2.3 mile leg from 
Conneau t to the east-west toll 
tu rnpike sou th of Clev eland and a 
34.2 mile stretch from the north 
em end of the Millcreek Ex press 
way in Cincinnati to Ohio 741 ju st 
sou th of Dwy ers in Montg omery 
Cou nty . 
The g ov ernor had this to say 
abou t the situ ation: 
“The H i g h w a y Constru ction 
Cou ncil was hesitant abou t prov id­ 
ing money to finance the prepara­ 
tion of plans and specifications for 
the north section u nless assu red 
that at present there were no 
prospects of bu ilding that hig hway 
as a toll road. 
“My belief is that when they 
learn definitely that in the face of 
the present bond market there is 
no possibility of financing that 
project as a toll road they will 
see the wisdom and the need of 
bu ilding it as a g eneral hig hway 
of the state of Ohio.” 
“With respect to the Cincinnati 
section, I do not believ e there 
ex ists any dou bt in the minds of 
the members of the Hig hway Con­ 
stru ction Cou ncil that the monies 
for the making of the plans and 
specifications shou ld be forthcom­ 
ing .” 
The g ov ernor said the two sec­ 
tions cou ld be tied tog ether later 
either by toll roads or free roads, 
to complete a su perhig hway su ch 
as that recommended by eng ineers 
for the proposed north-sou th tu rn­ 
pike. 
The g ov ernor was backed u p in 
his estimate of the bond market 
by Dennis Mu rphy , a representa­ 
tiv e of the Ohio Co., a Colu mbu s 
inv estment firm. 
Mu rphy told the Ohio Tu rnpike 
Commission Tu esday it is not now 
feasible to finance the northern 
leg by bond issu e. 
James W. Shoeknessy , commis­ 
sion chairman said it was desir­ 
able to bu ild the northern stretch 
“as a freeway from appropriated 
fu nds.” Bu t he added that the 
matter wou ld be open to recon­ 
sideration of the toll road plans 
“if it cannot be done as a free­ 
way .”

It also said both g ov ernments 
looked forward to fu tu re personal 
contacts between them.

Peddler Licensing, 
Three Emergency 
Measures Passed 
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All past city ordinances were re­ 
v ised and rearrang ed in one sweep­ 
ing mov e last nig ht when City 
Cou ncil u nanimou sly passed a re- 
codification ordinance. 
The ordinance, which becomes ef­ 
fectiv e Dec. I, rev ises and bring s 
u p to date all old city ordinances. 
The bill repealed antiqu ated ordi­ 
nances and modernized other ordi­ 
nances. The recodification is the 
produ ct of months of work by Cou n­ 
cil meeting as a committee of the 
whole. 
Compiled by the Banks-Baldwin 
Law Pu blishing Co. of Clev eland, 
the recodified ordinances will be 
arrang ed in loose-leaf book form 
composed of abou t 300 pag es. 
In Sev en Sections 
The recodified ordinances will be 
arrang ed in sev en sections: ad­ 
ministration code streets and pu b­ 
lic serv ices code, bu siness reg u la­ 
tion code, traffic code, g eneral of­ 
fenses code, bu ilding code and fire 
prev ention code. 
Cou ncil also adopted for the re­ 
codification, a peddler licensing 
measu re. The ordinance sets a li­ 
cense fee of $25 per y ear on ou t- 
of-town firms or persons selling 
foods 
and g eneral merchandise 
door-to-door in the city . Firms so­ 
liciting orders only will be charg ed 
an annu al fee of $10. 
Ou t-of-town firms or persons sell­ 
ing from hotel rooms or store 
rooms for a period of IO day s or 
less will be charg ed $10 for each 
day of operation. The ordinance 
prov ides for free licensing of ac­ 
credited charities -and benefits so­ 
liciting fu nds in the city . 
3 Emerg ency Mea sures 
Du ring the fou r - hou r session, 
Cou ncil passed three emerg ency 
ordinances for the transfer of mon­ 
ey from the g eneral fu nd. They 
were: $260 to the serv ice depart­ 
ment fu nd for the pu rchase of a 
chain saw; $450 to the maintenance 
of equ ipment and su pplies fu nd for 
repairs of the city hall fu rnace and 
$2,295 for salaries of the may or, 
solicitor and health departm e n t 
clerks.

120,000 workers immediately in 
Ohio. 
A prolong ed strike wou ld throw 
additional thou sands ou t of work 
as produ cers of metal produ cts 
u se u p their steel su pplies. 
No one knows whether there will 
be a strike. The United Steel 
Workers and steel produ cers are 
neg otiating now, and contracts ex ­ 
pire Ju ne 30. 
Ohio’s role in the steel indu stry 
is a major one. 
“Steel” Mag azine, weekly metal­ 
working jou rnal pu blished here, 
say s one-fifth of the nation’s steel 
produ cing capacity is located in 
Ohio. The Bu ckey e state has a 
capacity of 24,8 35,660 tons ou t of 
the cou ntry ’s total of 128 ,363,090 
tons. 


Ohio is second only to Michig an 
in sales of metal working produ cts 
and it accou nts for abou t one- 
eig hth of the 
cou ntry ’s 
metal­ 
working produ ction. The employ es 
in metalworking indu stries — a 
term embracing steel mills, other 
metal 
produ cers 
and 
manu fac­ 
tu rers and processors of metal 
produ cts—ou tnu mber those in any 
other state. 
“Steel” said today these thing s 
wou ld happen in Ohio IF there 
were a steel strike: 
6 
Nineteen of the 20 steel produ c­ 
ing pl a n t s wou ld be affected, 
idling 120,000 of the 130,000 steel 
mill employ es. The other 10,000 
work in plants not org anized by 
the United Steel Workers. 
How long wou ld Ohio steel stock­ 
piles last after a strike beg an? 


A few steel-u sing factories—not 
more than IO per cent—wou ld hav e 
to cu rtail operations in abou t two 
weeks. After that, there wou ld be 
a steady decline in the nu mber of 
plants able to operate. 
A few 
plants hav e stockpiles that wou ld 
enable them to operate u ntil Oc­ 
tober. 
Plants 
are 
cag ey 
abou t the 
amou nt of steel on hand'. Many 
plants hav e heav y inv entories of 
finished steel produ cts, bu t they 
are u nbalanced. Stocks of lig ht,

shapes, 
plates and heav y tu bu lar g oods 
are scarce. 
If a strike lasts more than a 
month—the 1952 wakou t was for 
53 day s—some plants will barter 
their su rplu ses for produ cts of 
which they are short.

Montgomery Has 9 
Days Left To Appeal 


MONTGOMERY, Ala.W — City 
and state officials have nine days 
from today in which to appeal a 
federal court decision against bus 
segregation laws in Montgomery 
or see enforcement of the laws 
stopped June 29. 
A three-judge federal panel in 
a 2-1 vote Tuesday issued an in­ 
junction against both the Mont­ 
gomery and Alabama bus segre­ 
gation laws. The panel suspended 
the injunction for IO days, how­ 
ever, to allow time for its decision 
to be appealed. 
The vote was the same by which 
the three jurists declared the laws 
unconstitutional June 5. 
Officials said they would have 
to study the situation before de­ 
ciding whether to appeal the case 
directly 
to 
he 
U.S. 
Supreme 
Cour. 
Negro attorneys who won the 
legal 
battle 
that 
came 
during 
Montgomery’s half-year-old Negro 
bus boycott also said they were 
temporarily 
uncertain 
of 
their 
next move. 
The federal judges said that a 
notice of appeal during the 10-day 
period would keep the injunction’s 
suspension in effect until a new 
suspension order can be written 
to last until the appeal is decided. 
If no appeal is made by June 
29, the injunction will automatic­ 
ally go into effect. 
The order says city and state 
authorities are “permanently en­ 
joined and restrained from enforc­ 
ing . . . statutes or ordinances 
requiring the segregation of white 
and Negro passengers in the oper­ 
ation of public motor bus transpor­ 
tation 
facilities 
in 
the

of 
Montgomery.” 
Judge Richard T. Rives of the 
U.S. 5th Circuit Court of Appeals 
in New Orleans said if an appeal 
takes the case to the Supreme 
Court “a decision will probably 
not be made before early next 
year at the earliest.”

May er and Haro ld L. Sheppard. 
In the main, the study can be 
interpreted as co nfirming a v iew 
held by perso ns with lo ng-time ex ­

THOSE INTERVIEWED rev eal­ 
ed that 8 9 per cent had v o ted in 
1948 fo r Mr. Tru man and

But in 1952 
this changed so that o nly 75

cent v o ted fo r Mr. Stev enso n and 
25 per cent fo r Mr. Eisenho wer. 
This was a co ncentrated area, and 
the Gallup surv ey figures sho w 
that the wo rkers gav e a far big­ 
ger percentage to Mr. Eisenho wer 
o n a natio nwide basis. 
But it is interesting to ex amine 
the reaso ns fo r the shift in the 
Detro it area, where it is ev ident 
fro m the resu lts o f the new study

It was the Ko rean War rather 
than any feeling abo ut labo r-unio n 
issues which mo tiv ated the wo rk­ 
ers who , when interv iewed in 1952, 
said they intended to v o te fo r Mr.

In fact “emplo y ment, secu rity 
and pro sperity ” was designated as 
seco nd in impo rtance by these 
same Eisenho wer v o ters. Actually , 
less than o ne per cent o f t h i s 
gro up sho wed any interest in is­ 
sues described as “labo r pro b­ 
lems, interests o f wo rking peo ple, 
labo r v ersus big business, repeal 
o f Taft-Hartley Act.” 


WHAT WAS CITED as impo rt­ 
ant to them as issues, which pre­ 
sumably caused them to shift fro m 
the Demo cratic side, was the Ko ­ 
rean War. This go t a 46 per cent 
rating, while “emplo y ment, seeur- 
ity and pro sperity ” rated 13 per 
cent, and a v ariety o f percentages 
were no ted o n o ther issues. 
As fo r the wo rkers who said 
they planned to v o te fo r Go v . 
Stev enso n, it is to be no ted that 
such issues as “co rruptio n, ‘mess 
in 
Washingto n,’ 
do mestic 
co m­ 
munism, go v ernment waste and 
inefficiency , 
fo reign 
po licy , 
de­ 
fense, and relatio ns with Ru ssia” 
seemed o f little impo rtance. As 
fo r the Eisenho wer v o ters 
t h e y 
pro minently mentio ned all o f these 
issues in answers to Interv iewers. 
The after-electio n surv ey sho w­ 
ed that 92 per cent o f tho se who 
v o ted fo r Go v . Stev enso n said they 
liked the Demo cratic party , its 
traditio ns and backgro und a n d 
general attitu de to ward the wo rk­ 
ingman and peo ple o f lo w in­ 
co mes. 
Amo ng the wo rkers who had v o t­ 
ed fo r Gen. Eisenho wer, 34 p e r 
cent said the co untry “needed a 
change,” and ano ther 14 per cent 
said they had v o ted fer Ike be­ 
cause he pro mised to end the Ko ­ 
rean War. Ano ther 34 per cent 


made mentio n o f Gen. Eisenho w­ 
er’s ex perience in Eu ro pe and his 
general qualificatio ns. 


IT MAY HAVE BEEN the wo rd­ 
ing o f the questio n after the elec­ 
tio n — which seemed to be direct­ 
ed to the perso nally o f the candi­ 
date rather than a specific ref­ 
erence to the issues — bu t the 
tabulatio n o f after - electio n in­ 
terv iews sho ws a marked dro p o n 
the impo rtance o f certain issues 
which were giv en high mentio n by 
a co nsiderable nu mber o f tho se in­ 
terv iewed 
befo re 
the 
electio n. 
Thus, tax es, civ il rights, do mes­ 
tic co mmunism^ and ev en fo reign 
po licy go t far less attentio n than 
when the interv iewers asked be­ 
fo re electio n fo r an ev aluatio n o f 
their impo rtance to the indiv idual 
wo rker. 
The new bo o k makes this co m­ 
ment o n the matter o f inco mes: 
“Co ntrary to the o pinio n o f so me 
po litical analy sts, auto wo rkers re­ 
siding in better inco me neighbo r­ 
ho o ds v o ted Republican no mo re 
than tho se in less fav o red dis­ 
tricts.” 
» ;• t 
WHAT THE STUDY co nfirms, 
incidentally , is the theo ry co ncern­ 
ing the party affiliatio n o f the lo w- 
inccx me gro ups — they are pre­ 
do minantly Demo cratic. The au th­ 
o rs fu rther say : 
“Unio n peo ple registered and 
v o ted in appro x imately the same 
pro po rtio ns as the public at large, 
a pheno meno n no t usually o bserv ­ 
ed in blue-co llar gro ups. T h i s 
wo uld indicate that unio n effo rts 
to get o ut the v o te may hav e had 
so me degree o f success. One third 
o f the membership did no t v o te, 
ho wev er, ev en tho ugh the 
g r e a t 
majo rity o f these no n-v o ters were 
legally eligible.. . 
“Analy sis o f the wo rkers’ replies 
to questio ns asking abo ut cam­ 
paign issues indicates that th e 
Stev enso n suppo rters were inclin­ 
ed to emphasize labo r’s interests 
and eco no mic co nditio ns affecting 
wo rking peo ple while Eisenho wer 
v o ters leaned mo re to ward an em­ 
phasis o n Ko rea and fo reign rela­ 
tio ns and o n eco no mic issues seen 
by tax pay ers.” 
The writers o f the bo o k, which is 
published by Univ ersity 
Bo o ks, 
Inc., o f New Yo rk, think “t h e 
trend may be to ward a ty pe o f 
po litical pro gram that is bro ad 
in sco pe, aiming to satisfy wo rk­ 
ers’ v aried tangible and intangible 
wants and at the same time keep­ 
ing the general welfare pro minent­ 
ly in v iew.” 


THIS IS BUT ano ther way o f 
say ing that wo rkers are no t al­ 
way s labo r - unio n co nscio us when 
they v o te and are far mo re af­ 
fected by bro ad issues. All the ef­ 
fo rts which the Republicans may 
make by try ing to o utdo the Dem­ 
o crats in giv ing special priv ileges 
to labo r unio ns will hardly swing 
an electio n if there’s a depressio n 
o r a threat o f war o r co rruptio n 
o r any o ther issues that hu rt the 
party in po wer. 
- Co nv ersely 
with “peace a n d 
pro sperity ” under a Republican 
regime, these bro ad issues tend to 
shift eno ugh v o tes fro m the ranks 
o f the wo rkers who are no rmally 
Demo cratic to be o f su bstantial 
help in assuring a Republican v ic­ 
to ry .

They are mo re cho o sy abo ut the 
po o r risk, the speculativ e builder, 
the marginal farmer than they 
were back in the flush day s be­ 
fo re ho g prices bro ke. 
Wo uld-be bo rro wers div ide o n 
that. 
Tho se with 
established credit 
and 
go o d 
financial 
statements 
hav en’t had any tro uble in get­ 
ting needed lo ans, altho ugh they 
repo rt bankers ask mo re interest. 
The fight o v er the Federal Re­ 
serv e Bo ard’s tight mo ney po licy 
leav es them co ld so far. 
Marginal farm o perato s, so me 
had hit by dro ught as well as 
falling farm pro du ct prices, and 
many ho using dev elo pment build­ 
ers think differently . They co m­ 
plain that mo ney is really tight 
and the bankers hav e a fishy ey e. 
So me 
bankers 
co mplain, 
to o 
abo ut their o wn situatio n. 
One, a president o f a small bank 
in the no rthern part o f the state, 
say s the Federal Reserv e’s po licy 
o f letting mo ney tighten up is 
“hu rting all right — especially be­ 
cau se it has fo rced the price o f 
U. S. bo nds do wn.’ ’This bank has 
a co nserv ativ e po licy o f keeping 
part o f its funds in go v ernments 
matu ring in the nex t two o r thre 
y ears. But many o f these are no w 
o ff in price as much as $5 . 
The bank president asks: “Ho w 
can we affo rd to sell these bo nds 
to get funds to lend to o ur cus­ 
to mers?” 
The State o f Io wa Department 
o f Banking no tes that the co untry 
banks recently hav e begun asking 
fo r funds fro m the city banks, in­ 
dicating a tightening o f credit in 
the agricu ltu ral districts. But ex ­ 
ecutiv es agree with mo st bankers 
that o nly the shaky farmers are 
hAincr tu rned a wav . It’s the “SDec-

A leading Des Mo ines banker 
say s farm debt has go ne up so me 
this y ear, bu t the increase isn’t 
great. 
And the State Banking Depart­ 
ment adds that farmers hav en't 
been mo rtgaging their land so 
much as they hav e been putting 
Uj. their machinery o r sto ck a s 
co llateral.

The President’s concern ov er 
failu re of American y ou ths to pass 
basic “minimu m fitness” test 
which Eu ropean y ou ths breezed 
throu gh resu lted in the calling of 
the conference at the Nav al Aca­ 
demy . 
Mak ing u p the conference were 
persons prominent in sports, med­ 
icine, edu cation and other fields. 
In his letter to the delegates 
Tu esday night, the President said 
he believ ed the delegates shared 
his feeling that a good fitness pro­ 
gram was essentially a home and 
local commu nity 
problem, 
and 
that a federal program shou ld not 
be necessary bey ond the coordi­ 
nating and encou raging of local 
efforts. 
Stu dy grou ps at the. conference 
also made these proposals:

If it does, 
it will then mov e against other 
longshoremen’s union officials else­ 
where and so shift closer and 
closer to Bridges’ central power. 
It hopes it can get there before 
Bridges mov es into one of the sev ­ 
eral major unions with which he 
has been dickering for some time. 
On a second front the gov ern­ 
ment is mov ing through the Senate 
sub-committee on Internal Secur­ 
ity , under the studiously careful 
guidance of Robert Morris, a for­ 
mer New York judge who Is as 
sensitiv e as any one can be to the 
other fellow’s civ il rights.

Going Steady

NEW YORK 
UP)— Sidewalk re­ 
flections of a pav ement Plato: 
Do y ou feel hopelessly immature 
in the presence of the y ounger 
generation? 
Many older people do today . 
Particularly parents. 
They feel 
their 
children 
are 
outgrowing 
them too fast. 
t 
One reason is the widespread 
custom of earlier weddings. Mar­ 
riage at 18 and 19 is becoming 
commonplace. 
“ But the worst thing is they 
start going steady so y oung,” one 
father moaned to me. “ Girls only 
12 y ears old seem to think they 
should hav e a steady boy friend. 
And if y ou raise a holler they say 
y ou're old-fashioned. They say all 
their girl friends the same age are 
starting to go steady , so why can’t 
they ? ” 
Kids that age, 
of course, 
are 
only aping the high school teen­ 
agers, among whom the custom 
of “ going steady ” is now a nation­ 
wide problem. 
Some educators see it as only 
a passing fad, such as the wearing 
of denim pants or pony tail hair­ 
dos. Others think it is senseless, 
dangerous and should be discour­ 
aged as much as possible. 
Parents are as mix ed up as the 
educators. Fathers generally are 
opposed to daughters in their ten­ 
der mid-teens 
hav ing 
a 
single 
beau. They hav e to restrain an 
urge to boot the y oung scalawag 
down the front steps ev ery time he 
whistles 
at the 
front door—or 
walks in without knocking. 
Mothers are more tolerant. 
“ I’d rather hav e my daughter 
go steady with a boy who I knew 


was a good boy ,” said one, ‘‘than 
to date half a dozen, all of whom 
I couldn’t be sure of.’ 
The high school proms, ss re­ 
membered by most middle-aged 
folk, are now a thing of the past. 
“ There is hardly any cutting-in 
any more,” a mother said. “ The 
couples 
that are 
going 
steady 
danes with each other all ev ening. 
There isn’t much 
changing of 
partners.” 
That, of course, makes it pretty 
tough on the kids who don’t go 
steady . They feel as out of place 
as an old maid at a party where 
ev ery body else is married. 
Somehow this custom of teen­ 
agers going steady doesn’t seem 
as alarming to me as it does de­ 
pressing. Adolescence is a time 
when lifelong emotions are ex ­ 
cited, but is it the time when they

should be set in an adult pattern? 
Youth is the Age for change, ex ­ 
perimentation, and—if y ou will— 
flirtation. Lov e should come and 
go like su n shin e and cloud, not be 
fix ed in a permanent pattern at a 
ime when one is too y oung ev er 
to know what lov e means. 
A realist might say : * Oh, wel , 
ii really doesn’t make much dif­ 
ference. Grownups'may think that 
when teen-agers go steady they 
are only play ing at lov e, but the 
hearts of teen-agers are turbulent 
things. The ending of the game— 
and in most cases it will end, of 
co u rse—can be a terrible emo­ 
tional ordeal for either or both 
parties. 
Why , any way , do so many kids 
who are still in the bicy cle and 
algebra stage ev en want to go 
steady ? 
That is the disturbing 
thing. They didn’t want to a gen­ 
eration ago. 
m is it that since the world is m ov ­ 
ing so fast . . . so blindly fast . . . 
they sense the need of some deep­ 
er kind of security than 
their 
homes or parents can giv e them? 
Do they feel a desperate necessity 
to grow up quickly in a world with 
so clouded a future? - 
Whatev er the reason, it is a cos­ 
mic pity that in our civ ilization it 
is the old who try to stay y oung 
and the y oung who try to act old.

Laskau Seeks 
Walking Title 
In Olympics 


By ED CORRIGAN 
NEW YORK UR—Henry Laskau 
is a shy, bespectacled little office 
worker with a wife, tiwo children, 
a house in the suburbs and one 
all-consuming desire—he wants to 
win an Olympic walking champion­ 
ship for the United States. 
Next to his family, Laskau’s 
main love in life is walking. He 
holds every American champion­ 
ship in the books, but in two tries, 
he has yet to finish in the Olym­ 
pics. 
“I’m determined to finish this 
year even if I wind up last,” he 
said today. ‘*1 don’t know if I can 
beat those Europeans, but I do 
know I’m going to be in at the 
end.” 
Laskau was disqualified from 
both the ’48 and ’52 games for 
illegal walking. 
“In Helsinki in 1952 
everyone 
who had anything 
to do with 
walking saw me before the games, 
and there was no criticism of my 
style,” he said. “But when I got 
my heat, an official from one of 
the Iron Curtain countries dis­ 
qualified me.” 
There are no consultations or 
appeals in walking. One* an offi­ 
cial calls an infraction, the walker 
is out with no questions asked. 
“I couldn’t very well complain,” 
■ he 39-year-old Laskau continued, 
and I haven’t said anything until 
now, almost four years later. But 
one of the highest officials in the 
International federation told me 
later that I was as good as eli­ 


minated before I started because 
I was an American. 
*T certainly don’t know if that’s 
true, but I do know that as far 
as I’m concerned, I didn’t do any­ 
thing wrong. Why, our own Ameri­ 
can walking rules 
are stricter 
than the Olympic regulations. Un­ 
der our rules, we have to have one 
knee locked when the foot is on 
the ground. Under Olympic rules, 
all we have to do is make sure 
that one foot is always touching 
the ground.”

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Woman Says Modern Husbands Die Too Soqn 
Because 
Of Endless Household Chores 


LEVITTOWN, Pa. WW—An out­ 
spoken woman with the iron of 
self-reliance in her blood says 
that many a modern American 
husband dies too soon because his 
wife saddles him with endless 
household tasks. 
"Young wives are killing their 
husbands by expecting them to do 
too much work when they get 
home from their jobs," asserted 
78-year-old Mrs. Agnes Ferguson 
Murdoch. 
"And ifs all done in the name 
of cooperation! 
"All this talk you hear these 
days 
about 
cooperation. 
Which 
really means things like the hus­ 
band taking over the children as 
soon as he walks in the door, 
pitching in on a lot of housework, 


and all the rest of it. Oh, ifs all 
so familiar, as the men know." 
Mrs. Murdoch reared six chil­ 
dren of her own and had a big 
hand in the upbringing of three 
stepchildren besides. For most of 
the 44 years of her married life 
she took care of a 15-room house 
with little outside help. 
What’s mpre, she thrived on it. 
Not many would guess that she's 
crowding 80, 
nor question her 
proud boast of "grand" health. 
Her 
husband 
Alexander 
has 
done all right too. He’s a sunny, 
pink-cheeked, eye-twinkling 91. 
On the subject of what she calls 
men’s rights, Mrs. Murdoch said: 
"I think a husband deserves a 
chance to relax when he gets 
home after working all day. And I 


believe ‘wives are pushing their 
husbands into heart attacks by 
demanding too much of them." 
As Mrs. Murdoch sees it, too 
many modern women fall victim 
to self-pity, and self-pity leads to 
general flabbiness of mind and 
spirit. 
"I managed fine," she said, 
"even if we didn’t have the bene­ 
fit of all these automatic appli­ 
ances 
and 
other 
labor-saving 
gadgets, to say nothing of syn­ 
thetic fabrics and goods you don’t 
even have to iron. . . . 
"We mothers didn’t have kaffee 
klatches as I believe the daily 
habit now is called. We didn’t 
have time^ But I did take about 
an hour each day to rest and to 
be alone just to think."
